EXTRAORDINARY Discovery оғ HUMAN SKULLS AND BONES AT

Тнк annnal harvest home in connection with the Philanthropic 
Bociety’s Farm Bhool (formed for Ше reformation of criminal 
boys), was celebrated on Wednesday, the 13th inst., at Red-hill, and 
was attended with all the joy and merry-making, of which the 
words “harvest home” are suggestive. 

This society was established іп 1788, incorporated in 1806, and 
removed to Hod-hill, Surrey, in 1849, having up to that time 
carried on its operations in Bi. George's-fields, Southwark. 16 has 
for iig object the reformation of juvenile offenders by moral and in- 
dustrial training: end it has from the first enjoyed а large share 
of royal and distinguished patronage. His royal highness the late 
lamented Prince Oonsort was в warm friend to the institution, 
end honoured it by laying the foundation stone of the schoo 
ohapel, at Red-hill, April 30th, 1849.

There is no- 
thing elaborate in the buildin, government, or the work of 
the school: all is simple and domestic in character, and adapted to 
prepare the lads for that state of life to which they are likely to be 
called. Eech family is made to feel an interest in the good conduct 
of all its members, and healthy emulation between the several 
houses is promoted by prizes for industry and exemplary conduct, 
and by a shield of honour awarded to the most meritorious house 
at the harvest home, the great annual festival of the institution, 
which passed off with the greatest possible gies.

© [n the year 623, or 686, according to some, during the reign of 
Dagobart, there arrived at the port of Boulogne в vessel without 
oare or sailors, which the sea appeared to respeot, being unusually 
calm. A light that shone upon this vegsel caused severel persons to 
hasten to discover what it oentained. They perosived in it an 
imago of the Holy Virgin, beautifully carved in wood, holding the 
infant Jesus on her left arm. ‘This imago was about three feet and 
a half in height, and wore an air of divine mejesty repressing the 
insolence of the waves, and commending the veneration of men. 
Whilst the novelty of this spectacle delighted those who had been 
a'trac'ed to the shore, tbe Holy Virgin caused по less joy in the 
hearts of the remainder of tbe people, who were then assembled in 
the chapel of the Hante Ville, offering their acoustomed prayers 
Appearing herself visibly, ghe informed them that, by command 
cf God, angels had condnc'ed а vessel te their coast, in which they 
wouli find ner image. Ehe desired them to bring it from thence, 
and place it in that chapel, where she chose from henceforth to 
receive the vows and offerings of special worship. It is even main- 
tained that she directed them to dig in & certain place, assuring 
them they would there find sufficient treesure for the necessary ex- 
penses of embellishing the church. 

“Тие news of this vision immediately spread throughout the 
city; and the people went down to the shore in crowds to receive 
this sacred deposit, this munificent gift of divine Мрегашу. It wee 
truly the most precious merchandize that bad ever entered the 
ancient port of Morinis, once so celebrated for commerce, and im 
followiog ages memorable for the kings end Obristisn princes who 
came to worehip at the Virgin's altar.

gans of the iron-clad ebips. tare by means of mechanism, 
tolerably simple in itself, but which ўз gpriain cases may be entirely 
paralyzed. These cupolas ог towggg have another inconvenience, 
that of overloadiog the vessels, and of depriving them, as in the 
case of the Royal Sovereign, of their sea-going qualities.” Csp'ain 
Coles, we presume, would not be willing to allow that the Royal 
Sovereign was unseaworthy because of her cupolas, and would ex- 
plain to the French critio that if she was not & sea-going ship it 
wes simply because she had not been built for going to sea. Apart 
from this, however, the suspected defeots of the turret system are 
correctly stated. It is feared, beyond doubt, that the machinery of 
the turrets may be deranged in action, end that the distribution of 
weight, with certain other results incidental to the plen, may render 
turret ships unsuliable for ordinary sea service. The question is 
whether these defects are real or imaginary, or whether in во far as 
they have been found to be real they cannot be removed by improve- 
ments and correotions. Captain Ooles protesses hig ability to make a 
turret-ghip аз good в cruiser аб any brogdside frigate; but the Ғгешоһ 
appear to have their doubts about the invention, end have modifed 
Qr refined it into ® new design. “ While rejecting,” rays the r:- 
port, “tho system of towers, observation and stady have по: been 
neglected, and a very ingenious conception has at last been arriv.d 
at, and will be carried out іп the Jeanne d'Aore and the Atslauia. 
In esoh of these two corvettes, which will be 230 feet im length, 
there will be constructed в central fort, fozmidebly protected by 
means of а system of cuirass and revetment suoh as no projectile 
will be able to pierces.

The French 
artillery was harried through the village of Bard on а pitch dark 
night, under a merciless fira from the enemy on the rocks above 
them. This coourred in the month of May, A.D. 1800. 


FATAL AOOIDENT TO A LATE SENIOR WRANGLER 
AT CAMBRIDGE. 


On Tuesday afternoon, an inquest was held at the Red Bull, in the 
psrish of Grantchester, on view of the body of Mr. Henry John 
Purkiss, B A, scholar of Trinity Oollege, Cambridge, а senior 
wrangler for that University in 1864, who met Ма death under the 
melancholy circumstances detailed below. Franois Barlow, Esq., 
coroner for the county, presided; and the Rev. J O. Ellis, fellow 
and tutor of Sidney Sussex Coll &ppeared to watch the osage on 
the part of the University eutborities and the friends of the deceased. 
The decessed was tbe son of the late Mr. John Purkiss, of Distaff- 
lane, Оңу.

He 
was elected в scholar on the Oarpenter foundation in 1857, and 
five years afterwards succeeded in gaining а minor echolarshi 
at Trinity Oollege, Oambridge, whither he proceeded in 1861, 
with the Beaufoy Soholarship of the Ойу of London 
Воһоо being one of the t batch of minor echolare 
elected at Trinity, and was eleoted в foundation sobolar at 
the first examination af became eligible, Не had previouely 
matriculated at the Univ: of London, where he attained the 
first place in mathe: onours, and gained the University 
Exhibition; having also ed the exhibition in the first and 
second examinations for the of B.A, he was at length en- 
rolled a permanent scholar of the University of London. Не like- 
wire won tbe Queen's prize for proficiency in natural sciences at 
the South Kensington examination. Pursuing his career at Trinity

The first subject that was introduced was that of the orders іп 
council, and the deputation called the attention of thelr lordships to 
the vagueness of some of those orders, and to the difficuly of 
obtaining convictions at present under them, bat they suggested 
that if additional inspectors were appointed, and the росе were 
instructed to interfere more actively than they did st present, the 
orders now in force would probably be found за ова. 

Their lordehips promised to take this into consideration. 

Юг. LEtHEBY then brought forward the subject of the proposed 
Banitariumes, sad said that he, as well as the medical gentlemen 
prosent, and a great many other professional gentlemen, were fully 
impressed with the conviction that the disease was ourable if it was 
attended to in the early stage, snd that it would be very important 
to endeavour to carry out this view by means of the proposed sani- 
teriums.

WHOLESALE ARBEST OF FENIANB IN IRELAND. 


Tux opening onslaught on the Fenians was made on Friday night 
week, at Dublin. Stimulated by the sotion of the Cork ішітеоу, 
and by the disclosures of which the al. experiences of several 
of the justi»es enabled them to offer as to the extent of the organiza- 
tion, the Government determined to begin operations at 0000, and 
to begin with а decidedly stunning blow. It was resolved to 
commence with an sttack on the head-quarters in the metropolis. 
The Fenians had a newspaper of their own, called the Zrish Peeple, 
and the office of this newspaper із--ог was, ва the newspaper itself 
is now а thing of the pest—in Parlisment-street. Parliament-street 
is olose to the Oastle. About nine o'clock at night a strong body of 
police, in uniform and out of it, marohed from the Oastle-yard to 
Parliament-street, and, without making much noise, drew upin two 
divisions, one above the People office and one below it. A few 
detectives formed themeelves into en sdvance guard of the 
most umostentations character, went to the newspaper office, 
end knocked st the door. No answer. There was в 
light in the house, for the detectives could see it; but there was 
nobody to le: them а The assailing force retired as noiselessly as 
they advanced, and а council of wer, held at the top of Parliament- 
street, determined on the next step to be ad . A detachment 
having been sent into Orane-lane to keep а watch at tbe bsok of 
the house, в numerous body of police surrounded the office in front 
A goodly muster of passers-by, attrac'ed by the oddners of the pro- 
ceeding, were for aurrotindipng the police, to see what was going on ; 
but tbe police would not bave that, and kept the speotetors “ moving 
on” with the most unwearying industry. The door of the People 
office was quickly broken im, and the house was instantly fied 
with police. The constables arrested everybody they could lay 
hands on. The prisoners were brought down stairs and t:ken 
tbroogh the street—some of them to the Chencery-lene Police. 
station, near the Osatle, and the rest to the Oollege-atreet station. 
Mecsre. Stronge and M'Dermott were tbe sitting magistrates at 
the first exsmination. Mr О R Barry, QO., law adviser to the 
Osatle, represented the Government, with Mr. Anderson, Orown 
Solicitor; and Messrs Irvine and Ennis appeared for some of the 
prisoners. Twenty-two prisonere were 6 for ward—Thomas 
Olarke Luby, Jobn O'Leary, O'Donovan George Hopper, 
ames O'Oonnor, Mortimer Minihan, Michael O'Neil Fogarty, Wil- 
em Е.

Mr. Barry: І appear on behalf of the Crown. The prisoners, as 
you are already aware from the sworn informations laid before the 
magistrates, are charged with а very serious offence—s charge no 
less than that of being members, aud active for the furtherance, of 
a tressoneble aseccistion, having for its objegt the subversion of the 
Qaeen's authority in this country and the substitution for it of some 
form of government, the decree, I коко the members of this 
confederacy. The existence of this оп hes excited & con- 
siderable deal of pubiio attention, and in some quarters of 
the country some degree of anxiety, and 1 шау ssy alarm 
—of course, anxiety and alarm, not arising from any sppre- 
hension that the force and authority of the law would not be sufi- 
cient easily to crush any such attempt, but anxiety felt for the mis- 
ohief which the existence in the country of euch an association 
would produce amongst certain classes of the people by distracting 
their minds from peaceful and lawfni persuits; and above all, 
anxiety for the consequences which their participation in this во- 
-— raust bring upon the reokless and misguided persons who are 
made the victims of reckless adventurers, or perhaps worse, design- 
ing knaves. At present on behalf of the Attorney-Goneral, I 
merely ask to have the prisoners remanded, to have their examina- 
tion suspended for в week. There are reasons whiob, having re- 
gard to the administration of justice, it i» пейһег пеоеввагу nor 
proper for me to state why it is not advisable to proceed at pressat 
with the examination of the prisoners. There are many persons 
sotively сбора in this aseociation who shell also be forthwith 
made amenable to the law, and until there is an opportunity of 
bringing forward the case against all of the men together, it would 
not be expedient to proceed with tbe case, I may say prematurely. 
І ask your worships, therefore, in your discretion, to remaud the 
prisoners for в week, and I ask it on behalf of the Attormey- 
General, who has commissioned me to conduct this prosecution 


Mr Stronge: There are two charges before us which affest dif- 
ferent persons. The firat charge is one againet the tem pertios 
apprehended, and it appeere to have been brought under what is 
commonly called the Tresson Felony Act. and has reference to в 
publication or newspaper called the /ғізА People There is another 
-— sgainst а man named Hopper, end various other individaale, 
which seems to resolve iteelf into а conspiracy and tress nadie prao- 
tices, ally with the view of levying war upon the Queen in 

Ireland, and of separating this country from the United Kingdom. 
It is quite clear that these oharges are of such weight and import- 

and iu their character во serious, that the Attorney-General is 
entii to оз! оров the magistrates to afford the Orown every 
opportanity of bringiog be'ore us evidence in such a way as that 
the charge «һай be fally and fairly investigated with the view to 
the vindication of the law. Under tbese ciroumstances, sud having 
reference to the fact that the informations were only ges- 
terdey, and the warrrants bave only just been executed, І think 
there is &bundant reason that the delay oslled for upon the part of 
the Orown should be granted, and if my brother magistrate agrees 
with ше, we shall rule that these cases stand remanded until this 
day week upon the charges in the sheets before us. 

Mr. M'Dermott: I concar with the observations mede by Mr. 
Btronge, for the additional reason that sesurances have been given 
ws that there are other parties not yet made amenable, and who, it 
is expected, with reasonable and proper caution, will be m:de ame- 
nable to the law. With regard to thom, it might be most injurious 
to have their names dis Повод, ss they might be in the course of an 
investigation. Under all the circumstances, I think it reasonable 
that the case should be remanded. 

Mr. Irvine (solicitor): If your worships please, on behalf of one 
of the parties charged, George Hopper, who із а merohant tailor in 
this city, I would век your worships respectfully to allow his clerk 
to attend bim with his books in order that hie business in the 
meantime not be injured by this postponement.

ARRESTS IN OORK. 
[Fror the Cork Examiner of Saturday. ] 

The (е. 1048066 excitement prevailed іп the city this morning, 
when 15 е stated that a number of persons, moat of them in а re- 
specta МЕ position in life, had been srrested during the night on a 
charge of being members of the Fenian Brotherheod. The most 
exaggerated rumours prevailed on the subject ; but, on making in- 
quiries, we learn that the toll number of persons arrested was 
seven and the facts of the arrests are, as far ад we can ascertain, 
the following :—Yesterday, в large number of police arrived in 
Oork from Dablin, and from the districts about Cork. Their arrival 
did not create attention, as they did not march through the town in 
large bodies, and ва they kept themselves in the barracks dariug ibe 
day. At about three o'olock this morning seven or eight par''«« of 
police, of different strengths, left the police-barracks, and simul- 
taneously began to make arrests in different parts of the city. The 
police were under the command of Messrs. Cronin, В M., Macleod, 
Ем, Oounty Ins, т Duncan, Hamilton, 81, aud Невд-ооп- 
stables Geale and O'Neil.

A CLERGYMAN CONVIOTED OF AN ASSAULT. 


Ат the usual weekly sitting of the magistrates for the Humdred 
of Тауеграш, іп the county of Norfolk, on Saturday last, the Rev. 
Samuel Heyward, vicar of Salhouse and Wroxham, wag charged 
with sssaulting Sarah Webster, а young girl about twenty years 
о! age, at Salhouse, on Sunday, September 8 The magistrates 
who adjadica'ed upon the оме were John Longe, Eeq., and Colonel 
Stracey Clitheroe. Ме Ohittock appeared on behalf of the oom- 
plainant, and Mr. Linay for the defendant. 

The complainant deposed that she walked from Norwich to Bal- 
house on Bundey, the 8rd instant, to see defendant, with whom 
8he had been onding, about some money whioh ho had pro- 
mised to psy for her. She met defendant as ho wae eomiog from 
obaroh after morning service, and requested to speak to him. Нә 
said he would h«ve nothing to do with such а worthless ——, and 
went to his residence, whither complainant followed him. On 
reaching the house she rang the bell, and defendant answered 
the summons. Bhe again told him what she wented, when he 
pushed her from tbe step slong the gravelled welx, threw her 
into в busb, and kicked her leg. She afterwarde went into 
defendant's kitohen, being very faint, sod had a glasg of water, 
and found thet her dress had been muoh torn. To show that 
she believed she had a right to go to defendant's house on the Bun- 
дву, Mr. Obittock elicited в statement from the compleinant that 
she went into his service when nearly fifteen years of age, 20 в 
general servant. About five months after she hed been in his 
house he seduced her, and fearing that she was pregnant she told 
him, and he supplied her from time to time with a mixtore of gin, 
laudanum, and some dark stuff which he got from a ohemist’s. He 
recommended her to leave his service, and promised to get her 
another situation. Oomplainant subsequently found thet she wes 
not pregnent, snd іп 186? she went, at his invitation, with some 
frienJs to bis house, when he made an appeintment to meet her the 
following day at the White Hast Топ, Norwich.
